The  Dorchester  Rural  District  Council 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the- Rural  District  of  Dorchester  for  the  year 
1959*  It-  is  written  on  the  lines,  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  been  very  varied  dirring  the 
year.  Of  the  notifiable  diseases,  a number  of  measles  cases  were  reported 
in  April  and  Mayi  eight  cases -of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  iuigust,  the 
organism  causing  the  disease  was  not  of  the  type  comraorJ-y  found  in  this 
country.  An  outbreak  of  dysentery  (sonne  type)  commenced  in  November 
associated  with  similar  cases  in  the  Borough  of  Dorchester,  in  all  19 
villages  were  involved;  it  continued  until  the  end  of  March  I960. 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent  in  February  and  March,  the  older 
children  were  first  affected  and  later  adults  and  younger  children 
were  involved.  Sixteen  deaths  were  attributed  to  influenza. 

In  July  and  iiUgust  a nurnber^of  children  of  school  age  were  reported 
as  suffering  from  an  illness  resembling  poliomyelitis.  Two  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital,  investigation  proved  they  were  not  due  to  polio- 
myelitis and  it  was  thought  to  be  a virus  infection.

Seven  cases  of  lung  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  of  these  four 
were  over  70  years  of  age.  • 

The  number  of  animals- slaughtered  and  inspected  has  again  increased, 
this  year  reaching  the  figure  of  41;552.  This  has  become  a full  time  job 
for  one  inspector, 

A further  housing  survey  report  was  made  by  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  in  which  another  153  houses  were  added  to  the  178  houses  reported 
last  year,  making  a total  of  331*  Again  they  were  placed  in  various 
categories  and  the  necessary  action  recoimTiendcd  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
of  these  130  were  already  being  dealt  with  by  the  Council  leaving  201 
still  requiring  action. 
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There  are  about  800  caravans  in  the  district,  the  majority  on 
licenced  sites.  iJi  appreciable  amount  of  time  is  spent  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  in  checking  these  caravans  and  they  have  worked  hard 
over  a period  of  years  to  bring  them  up  to  a good  standard. 

During  the  year,  2,771  vaccinations  against  poliomyelitis  were  given 
to  persons  in  the  Rural  District,  1,775  being  booster  doses.  The  response 
has  been  quite  satisfactory  up  to  the  25  years  age  group.  In  addition  to 
these,  quite  a large  number  of  injections  have  been, given  by  the  patients’ 
own  doctors. 


talk  using  visual  aids  was  given  on  poliomyelitis  in  one  village 
and  over  a hundred  persons  attended. 

ilttendance  at  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  October  from  the  Borough 
and  Rural  District  was  3^255;  males  being  1,659;*  females  being  1,596  and 
of  these  1,924  had  been  X-rayed  before.  In  addition,  visits  arc  made  to 
various  hospitals  and  institutions,  R recent  innovation  has  been  the 
fortnightly  visit  of  a smaller  unit  to  Dorchester  to  v;hich  local  doctors 
can  refer  cases.  No  separate  figures  are  available  for  this  district  but 
for  the  Wessex  Regional  Hospital  nrca,  the  number  of  cases  in  1959  of  lung 
tuberculosis  discovered  was  122,  this  represents  a rate  of  2.33  por 
thousand.  Of  these,  47  were  diagnosed  as  active.  Other  abnormalities 
numbered  316,  this  included  37  cases  of  lung  cancer,  this  was  the  highest 
figure  ever  recorded  for  this  disease. 


Further  to  my  last  year's  report  on  atomic  radiation,  a local  liaison 
committee  has  been  formed  with  the  Winfrith  Atomic  Energy  Establishment 
which  includes  representatives  from  local  public  bodies  and  services 
including  your  own  authority.  They  agreed  to  draw  up  a scheme  to  deal 
with  the  health,  safety  and  public  relations.  This  has  since  been 
completed  and  a statement  to  the  local  press  was  given  in  June  I960. 


I again  would  like  to  tliank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  understanding  and  help  during  the  year,  also  Mr,  Rawlins  and 
the  rest  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  combined  efforts  and  my 
colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  ready  co-operation.

Of  the  eight  cases  of  food  poisoning^  5 were  associated  with  a hospital^ 
the  organism  causing  the  illness  was  one  of  the  salmonella  group  of  germs 
(saint  paul)  this  particular  germ  is  not  commonly  found  in  this  country; 
in  co-operation  with  the  public  Health  Laboratory  Service  who  had  been 
investigating  similar  sporadic  outbreaks  elsewhere,  each  case  was  checked 
regarding  possible  source,  which  involved  various  foods,  meat,  even  animal 
foodstuffs,  but  after  months  of  sampling,  no  definite  source  could  be  found. 
Close  contact  with  the  Ministry  Medical  Officers  was  also  maintained. 


With  regard  to  virus  infection  resembling,  poliomyelitis,  the  first  two 
cases  were  sent  to  hospital.  Following  investigation  it  came  to  light  that 
a number  of  other  cases  had  been  occurring  for  over  a month  outside  the 
district,  but  attended  a central  school.  The  symptoms  were  severe  headache 
with  a temperature,  often  abdominal  pain  with  occasional  vomiting  and  some 
had  stiffness  of  the  muscles  of  the  neck.  Various  examinations  carried 
out  by  the  hospital  proved  they  v/ere  not  due  to  poliomyelitis.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  one  case  of  lung  tuberculosis  occurred 
in  the  teenage  group  which  used  to  be  the  commonest  age  group*  This  may  be 
due  to  the  protection  of  B.G.G,  Vaccination  given  in  schools,  better  feeding, 
improvement  in  living  conditions  and  regular  checks  with  the  Mass  X-ray  Unit, 
but  it  is  significant  that  four  out  of  the  seven  were  over  70  years  of  age, 
again  supporting  my  remarks  in  my  1957  Annual  Report,  advising  that  elderly 
persons  with  a chronic  cough  should  attend  for  X-ray  examination,  as  they 
may  unwittingly  spread  tuberculosis  to  their  own  family  or  near  friends.

Only  24  new  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  only 
18  in  the  process  of  erection,  this  was  due  to  financial  restrictions 
but  I am  sure  all  the  members  are  in  favour  of  the  new  drive  with  regular 
inspections  by  the  Housing  Inspection  Sub-Committee  of  the  houses  reported 
and  categorised  under  the  Housing  Act.  Appropriate  action  will  gradually 
eliminate  the  worst  houses  in  the  district . 

It  must  also,  be  remembered  that  a number  of  Council  House  impi'ovement 
schemes  are  in  hand  and  that  a further  71  Improvement  Grants  were  made 
during  the  year  (55  discretionary,  l6  standard)  bringing  the  total  to  485.

I am  again  indebted  to  Mr.  Forbes  the  Council’s  Water  Engineer^  for 
the  following  information. 

The  provision  of  a water  supply  for  Abbots bury  and  Porteshan  is 
substantially  completed  and  should  soon  be  in  commission. 

Following  a poor  yield  from  the,  wells  which  were  prospected  for  the 
supply  of  water  for  Minterne  Magna  a-nd  Lyons  Gate,  the  scheme  has  been 
abandoned  and  the  Council  have  decided  to  install  a main  scheme  with  the 
co-operation  of  Sturminster  Newton  Rural  District  Council’s  supply  at 
Wootton  GlanvilleSo 

Under  Section  37  of  the  Water  Act,  a supply  of  water  was  provided  to 
a farm  in  Minterne  Magna. 

At  Cattistock  village,  3”  main  extensions  were  made  to  Meadow  View 
council  houses  and  a private  esta.te  at  Rectory  Drive, 

The  Broadmayne  sewerage  scheme  has  been  completed  apart  from  one  or 
two  minor  alterations  and  should  soon  be  in  full  commission. 

The  extension  of  the  main  sewer  to  Cattistock  from  Maiden  Newton  is 
completed  and  a number  of  connections  from  existing  properties  have  been 
made. 


The  work  on  the  Chickerell  Sewage  Scheme  is  rapidly  approaching 
completion  and  it  may  be  possible  that  the  scheme  will  be  in  commission 
in  the  late  spring.
